The dignity resting in the cuetsc.:s 


founded on the swearing Into office 
of John Jay, John Rutledge, Oliver 
Ellsworth and John Marshall.' and per- 
fected in the days of Roger B. Taney, 
Salmon P. Chase, Morrison R. Walte 
and Melville W. Fuller was not ma-*' 
terially disturbed today by radical in- 
novations. 


The oath prepared for today's oc- 


casion, followed the form prescribed 
by law. It read: 


''I. Edward r>ouglass White, do sol- 


emnly snear that I will support and- 
defend the constitution of the United 
Slates against all enemies, foreign and 
domestic; H»»t I will bear true faith 
and allegiance to the same: that I take 


J tills obligation freely, without any men- 


I tal resonration or*Jrt»rpd»e of evasion 
Hud that I will w«U and .f"!»hfully dlf- 


< harge the duties of the office on which 


, I am about to enter. So help me God." 


It was a similar oatlx of all«*i*ntt 


that created such a tempest in the 
court, back

reconBtnictWn days. 


Honoe unusual^ interest was centered 
in its administration today to the first 


I < Inef justice who had borne arms In 
, the cause of the Confederacy by the 
• senior associate justice of the court. 
Justice Harlan, who Vd borne arms at 
too same time in the cause of the na- 
tion. 


Poubt had existed before the cere- 


! monies as to whether the new chief 
Justice would halt at the clerk's desk 
in the court room to take the oath 
there as most of the men who have oc- 
r-upled positions on the bench huve 
done, or whether, he would assume his 
ustihl place on the bench and take the 
oath there as Chief Justice Chase did. 
Them wag doubt also as to whether 
he would hold in his hand the historic 
Bible that practically alt the chief Jus- 
tlces and associate Justices have used 
In this ceremony or whether he would 
follow the custom of Chief Justice 
Chase in taking the oath on a Bible 
provided for the occasion. 


The oath which the new chief jus- 


tice subscribed to in the open court Is 
known aa the Judicial oath as distin- 
guished from the oath of allegiance. 
It read: 


"I, Edward Douglass White, do sol- 


emnly swear that I will administer 
nistloe wlthojt respect to persons, and 
do equal r'.Rht to the poor and to the 
rlrh. and that I will faithfully and 
impartially discharge and, perform all 
the duties Incumbent on me as chief 
Justice of the .United States according 
to the best of my abilities and under- 
standing, agreeably to the constitution 
and laws of the UnKed States. So 
help me God."

But If allowed to get 
a foothold In a flock the hatchet is the 
best remedy. .At the first appearance 
of any running at the nose, ss&vlng or 
other symptoma. commence putting ep- 
•om salts in their drinking water. Do 
this three ' mornings, and skip three 
moValngs. alternating it until it has 
been given nine times. Apply kerosene 
with a machine oil can to the nostrila 
and throat and give about a te-«poon- 
ful internally. For hoarse bwtbtng 
give a tcaspoonful ot lard mixed with 
kerosene. 
• If the cold is neglected and develops 
into roup, it is well nigh impossible to 
subdue it 
If the head is swelled and 


eyes closed, apply the 
kerosene 
as 


above; also anoint the head with eo.ua! 
parts of sweet oil and akohol mixed, 
and put about half a tcaspoonful of 
aconite to each quart of drinking 
water. Another good remedy Is to use 
an insect bellow* and blow pulverised 
alum In the throat a* far as possible. 
and using kerosene on the head and in 
the nosti Us.
